D aring a ceremony held on May 12, 
Palm Beach Community College 
(PBCC) celebrated Britton G. Sayles and 
his contributions to Roosevelt Junior 
College (RJC) which merged with PBCC 
in 1965. Sayles served as president of 
RJC, Palm Beach County's first public 
Junia college for blacks, fa seven years. 


Board Chairman Bettye J. King 
thanked Sayles for his accomplish¬ 
ments which have benefited all seg¬ 
ments of the community. She said, 
"This is a very, very, special day for 
Palm Beach Community College,- we 
are making things right.” 

Palm Beach Community College

Remsen 
served on the school board when both 
Roosevelt Junior College and Palm 
Beach Community College (then Palm 
Beach Junior College) were under the 
school board’s administrative umbrella. 
Remsen said, “I remember the dignity 
and humility of Mr. Sayles. He is a won¬ 
derful man." 

Among others present who gave 
tribute to Sayles was Idella Wade, a for¬ 
mer teacher at RJC and now librarian at 
PBCC. She commented on Sayles’ dis¬ 
tinguished career and exemplary life.

‘TBCC Data Processing Duilding ^ains Pmding 


Dalm Beach Community College’s 
1 $2.1 million legislative request for 
an addition to the data processing 
building and the purchase of land 
adjacent to the Eissey Campus in Palm 
Beach Gardens floated to the top in 
the sea of projects vying for state dol¬ 
lars.The legislature also increased 
operational funding for community 
colleges. The amount allocated for 
PBCC translated into $1,649,939 in 
additional general operational rev¬ 


enue for PBCC. It should also be 
noted that the legislative funding 
increase package included an 
approximately three percent increase 
in student tuition as a major revenue 
source for the general increase. 

Several other PBCC projects were 
approved as part of the Public 
Education Capital Outlay (PECO) 
appropriations. PBCC will receive 
$1,171,200 for Collegewide general 
renovation of roofs, parking lots, roads 
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and safety and hazardous materials 
removal. In addition, allocations 
include $628,205 in equipment for a 
general classroom building under 
construction at the Eissey Campus, 
$587,000 in remodeling and renova¬ 
tion of the student center and admin¬ 
istration building at the Eissey Campus 
and $250,000 in equipment for physi¬ 
cal education facilities also under 
construction at the South Campus.

?! the third act of The 
Devil’s Disciple by 
George Bernard Shaw, the 
character of Richard 
says, "I never expect a 


soldier to think.” 
Obviously, Richard 
never met Joel 
Reardon. 

Joel Reardon’s years of 
duty with the United States 
military are impressive. The 
former Marine and soldier 
(he served with the U.S. 
Marines from 1966-70; the 
U.S. Army from 1971-73; 
and the New Mexico 
National Guard, 1973-74; 
along the way, he also 
racked up foreign duty in 
Vietnam and Germany) 
is now PBGC’s Central 
Campus Assistant Profes¬ 
sor of Social Science 
and Teacher of Excel¬ 
lence award recipient. 
Reardon turned in his 
military gear and now 
gears up for daily duty 
in the classroom. 

Bom in Edinburg, a 
small town in southern 


Texas, Reardon attended several schools 
as a young boy. His father was in the oil 
business, and, as a result of his work, the 
family moved often. In addition to 
Texas, he spent his childhood years in 
Wyoming, Mississippi and New Mexico. 

Prior to joining the service (he said 
he always wanted to make the military 
his career), Reardon attended commu¬ 
nity college briefly 
for two semesters

Mexico. When his 
yea5 of sevice ended, he decided it 
was time to head back to the college 
classroom. As a student of history and 
geography at Eastern New Mexico 
University (ENMU), Reardon initially 
didn’t have any specific career goals in 
mind. He had entertained the possibili¬ 
ty of working for a museum as a histori¬ 
cal archivist, but there was never an 
underlying desire to become a teacher. 
But fate, as it often does, intervened, 
and as they say, the rest is history. 

While seving as a work-study stu¬ 
dent at Eastern New Mexico University, 
Reardon was given an unexpected 
opportunity to teach two introductory 
geography classes. It was at this 
moment, lecturing for the first time in 
front of a room full of college students, 
that he envisioned himself as something 
other than a historical archivist. Reardon 
had decided that his future would be in 
a classroom and not in a museum. 

After earning his bachelor of sci¬ 
ence degree from ENMU in 1980, 
Reardon entered the college’s graduate 
program in political science. It was at 


this point in his life that one of his pro¬ 
fessors, Dr. Howard Ross (who was to 
become a mentor of sorts), recognized 
and encouraged his commitment to the 
academic process. Reardon went on to 
complete his graduate studies, earning 
his master of arts degree in 1982. 

Reardon’s comments make it easy 
to view him as a thinker. When asked 
about his philosophy of education, 
Reardon says thoughtfully, "I consider 
college a society of masters and 
scholars; the function is to learn to live 
together." 

In conversation, it is evident how 
deeply Reardon is committed to teach¬ 
ing. For one who never even thought of 
becoming a teacher, he is working 
toward becoming a master teacher. 
Commenting on the Teacher of 
Excellence award, Reardon says, "I was 
surprised when I won. (He finished 
second last year.) The award is an 
honor for me, for it represents my col¬ 
leagues as well, because we are all (a 
total) of whom we have met." 

Reardon’s five-year tenure has pro¬ 
duced a full schedule of student-ori¬ 
ented undertakings. According to 
Reardon, one of the act'vities of which 
he is most proud is the Brain Bowl pro¬ 
gram. Additionally, Reardon has 
worked with the Student Resource 
Center in its Substance Abuse 
Prevention program, participated in a 
variety of Phi Theta Kappa Honors 
Society activities and assisted the 
Student Government Association 
(SGA) in many of its projects. 
Furthermore, he has seved on PBCC’s

PBCC’s South Campus Senior 
Instructor of Mathematics and Teacher 
of Excellence award recipient Maureen 
Cavallaro is one who is quite familiar 
with the myth that says math is not for 
girls. (Point of interest: Three of the five 
math teachers at PBCC South are 
women.) Over the years, she has 
waged her own personal crusade to 
dispel the fictitious fabrication. "I have 
tried emphatically to tell my students— 
particularly the ones vv/ho are studying 
to become elementary school teach¬ 
ers—that math phobias should not be 
passed on. Growing up, I wasn’t always 
a straight A math student, but I worked 
very hard. I tell my students to be like 
the little engine that could—I think I can, 
I think I can.” 

And growing up in Fort Lauderdale

Florida when she was six), Cavallaro 
always wanted to be a teacher. She

Cavallaro taught for fve years in the 
Broward County School System, 
including four years at her alma mater.

"Mathematics has so many 
negative connotations," she says.

South Campus faculty ‘Development Center 


pBCC’s South Campus Faculty 
1 Development Center (FDC), first 
organized two years ago, provides 
programs and activities that focus on 
the improvement of teaching and 
learning. Since its inception, the center 
has introduced faculty mentors and 
programs on wellness and has devel¬ 
oped programs for underprepared 
and learning-disabled students. 

Chaired by South Campus Senior 
Instructor of Mathematics Maureen 
Cavallaro, the FDC consists of six full¬ 
time faculty and three part-time faculty 
in addition to a full-time learning spe¬ 


cialist, counselor and academic admin¬ 
istrator. 

The committee began its first phas¬ 
es of operation during the 1991-92 
academic year when it was known as 
the Mentor Committee. During this ini¬ 
tial period, committee members 
researched the concept of faculty 
mentoring. Subsequently, a pilot pro¬ 
gram was developed for all new full¬ 
time and adjunct faculty, and the men¬ 
tors were selected, trained and 
matched with their proteses. Meeting 
regularly, the mentors and proteges dis¬ 
cussed common classroom situations 


and reviewed teaching options. 
Eventually, some of the more experi¬ 
enced proteges moved into a less 
structured "Peer Support" program. 

Additionally, there are plans under¬ 
way to increase contact between 
adjuncts and full-time "Faculty Resource 
Persons.” As its ultimate goal, the com¬ 
mittee hopes to develop and refine 
programs which allow faculty members 
to share their expertise and knowledge. 

The committee has also presented 
workshops and seminars. Furthermae, a 
learning-styles course was offered dur¬ 
ing the 1993 winter term, and after a 


one-year development period, a 
Resource for Adjuncts Listing Potential 
Helps (RALPH) handbook has been 
completed. The FDC has also created a 
resource library for interested faculty 
members, providing professional jour¬ 
nals and books for faculty development. 

Finally, under the auspices of the 
FDC, tA'o new committees—^teaching 
excellence and technology—have 
been introduced. In addition, the FDC 
will sponsor travel for two faculty 
members to attend national confer¬ 
ences that focus on issues related to 
faculty development.

Sayles was to serve only one addi¬ 
tional year as the head of Roosevelt 
High School. In 1966, the Palm Beach 
County School System appointed him 
an administrative assistant in the 
department of instruction; he worked 
in that capacity until 1970, when he 
was named area administrative assis¬ 
tant. His final appointment, as north 
area superintendent, came in 1973. In 
1979, after serving the students and 
citizens of Palm Beach County faithfully 
for more than 33 years, he retired. 

But for Britton Sayles, retirement 
from teaching did not mean retire¬ 
ment from life. Years later, he contin¬ 
ues to contribute his time and ener¬ 
gies to the community, serving on the 
boards of numerous civic and profes¬ 
sional organizations. Presently, he is a 
member of the board of directors of 
the United Way of the Palm Beaches, 
Inc.; Goodwill Industries of America, 
Palm Beach County unit; the local 
American Cancer Society (he has 
been a member for 36 years and still 
continues to drive cancer patients to 
and from their doctor's appoint¬ 
ments); and the Crisis Line Information

and Referral Services. Additionally, he 
is the second vice president of the 
Palm Glades Girl Scout Council, Inc. 
and a member of the Payne Chapel 
A.M.E. Church. 

His past associations include 
membership in the First and Second 
Palm Beach County Governmental 
Study Commission; the board of direc¬ 
tors of the Mental Health Association 
of Palm Beach County,- First Marine Bank 
and Trust Company Board of Directors,- 
and the Executive Committee, Gulf 
Stream Council and Boy Scouts of 
America. 

Reflecting back over the years, 
Sayles says that seeing hundreds of his 
students receiving their degrees—as 
both high school principal and College 
president—has been truly rewarding. 
His devoted wife, Theodosia, to whom 
he has been married for 33 years, (she 
retired as a Palm Beach County School 
Board elementary teacher in 1987) has 
been by his side all of this time, serving 
as his inspiration.

/ h 1982, Like A Mighty Banyan, a 
book which heralded the contribu¬ 
tions of blacks to the history of Palm 
Beach County, was published by Palm 
Beach Community College (then Palm 
Beach Junior College). Authored by 
Vivian Reissland Rouson-Gossett and C. 
Spencer Pompey under the direction 
of Palm Beach Community College 
Vice President of Student Services 
Melvin Haynes Jr., the book begins by 
describing the roots of the banyan 
tree...which at once reach backward 
and downward, regenerate and then 
reach forward and outward. 

The book continues.../?oow of the 
banyan are 
multidimen¬ 
sional—they 
begin to grow 
below ground, 
like most other roots, and push life 
upward. But there is one difference. At 
any level, from any branch, tendrils 
reach back, tenuously seeking the pri¬ 
mary source of nourishment. Those 
that find it reroot and hold fast. They 
thicken into sturdy, single trunks, 
topped by new branches and sprouts. 
Black people’s historical growth is like 
a mighty banyan tree. 

Britton G. Sayles—distinguished 
educator, academic administrator, col¬ 
lege president and community 
activist—is indeed like a mighty 
banyan tree. 

Britton G. Sayles, the teacher, 
came quietly to Florida in 1937. Bom 
and raised in Washington, D.C., he 
received both his bachelor of arts 
degree and master of arts degree from 
Howard University. He arrived at the 
campus of the old Florida Normal and 
Industrial Memorial College in St. 
Augustine as a teacher of English, a 
position he would hold proudly for 
seven years until he was promoted to 
dean of men. In 1946, he traveled 
southward to West Palm Beach, teach¬ 
ing English for one year at the old 
Industrial High School. His next assign¬ 
ment brought him to the western com¬ 
munity of Belle Glade, where he 
assumed dual roles of both teacher 
and principal at Everglades Vocational 
High School. Finally, in 1949, he was 
able to relinquish his teaching duties 
and devote his total energy to serving 
as the school’s principal. 

Sayles’ next academic appoint¬ 
ment in 1951—as principal of 
Roosevelt High School—represented 
the beginning of an exciting period of 
professional and personal growth. 
Lovingly, he guided the day-to-day 
operations of the school, ever mindful 
of his commitment to enrich the lives 
of young students. It was a position 
that he would fulfill admirably for more 


than 14 years. But, unknown to him at 
that time, a strange twist of events was 
in the offing. 

It was during this period in his 
professional career that Sayles 
received a very special invitation from 
the Southern Association of Colleges 
and Schools. The organization had 
selected one person from each 
Southern state to attend George 
Peabody College for Teachers 
in Nashville, Tennessee, 
and Sayles was tapped 
to represent Florida. 

While at George Peabody 
College, Sayles was 


introduced to a host 
of outstanding educators 
who made a profound 
impression on his life. 

Sayles was to study dili¬ 
gently there for three 
summers, where he 
compiled a record of 
excellent academic 
achievement. This excel¬ 
lence did not go unno¬ 
ticed, and one day, the 
dean of the graduate 
school approached him 
with a once-in-a lifetime 
opportunity—an invitation to enter the 
college’s doctoral program. But, at 
this very same moment, another 
unprecedented opportunity was 
awaiting Britton Sayles at home in 
West Palm Beach. Roosevelt Junior 
College—the area’s first college for 
black students—^was about to open, 
and Britton G. Sayles had been sug¬ 
gested as its founding president. 

When Sayles took the reins as 
president of the newly-founded 
Roosevelt Junior College in 1958, he 
also retained his title and duties as 
principal of Roosevelt High School. He 
carried out his dual responsibilities 
faithfully, often working, he recalls, 15- 
hour days. Though Roosevelt Junior 
College was not a large school, it was 
fully accredited by the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Schools 
and offered students vocational train¬ 
ing as well as an opportunity to contin¬ 
ue their studies at a four-year university. 
Sayles was to carry out his dual duties 
until 1964; the following year, 
Roosevelt Junior College merged with 
Palm Beach Junior College, and Sayles 
returned to his original position as prin¬ 
cipal of the high school. The educa¬ 
tional merger brought a solid staff of 
several outstanding teachers from RJC 
to PBJC who were to remain an integral 


After being named president of Roosevelt Junior College
